Another letter from Bert ‘‘Mick"’ 
Lamoire, brother of Fred and Carl 
Lamoine, druggists of this city has 
arrived from the French front where 
he is in the ammunition § service 
Lamoine tells of seeing an aero 
attle and also of trench life. 


Somewhere in France, 
June 4, 1917. 
Dear Carl and All:— 


It seems rather 
writing somewhere in France, 
but it is a delightful feeling 
Things have happened so fast 
that IT can hardly realize that 
T am jin the midst of a mighty 
war. At the present time we 
are out near the front in a 
training camp, as TI told you 
we are not in the ambulance 
corms but in the transport de- 
partment rather a dangerous 
business. We have to he rather 
earefnl in our letters or 1 
would write vou more detail.

I went to see her while 
in Paris I also met Ethel and 
Willie Crocker there We ex- 
pect to be here about 10 days 
more and then we go to Paris 
for one dav where we leave for 
the front for three months. If 
you can get me a pair of gog- 
gles that cover the nose send 
them to me at once as the dust 
is fierce and send me some 
American tobacco as this
